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Moose members 
vote 19-7 to 
dissolve lodge

During a May 5 special meeting of 
members of the Belleville Moose Lodge 
#934, Chapter #1135, a vote was taken on 
dissolving the lodge. 

The vote was 19-7 in favor of voluntarily 
dissolving and forfeiting the club’s charter. 

Letters were sent out April 22 to the 
approximate 250 male members of the 
lodge and the 150 members of the Women 
of the Moose for the special meeting for the 
vote. The lodge had been closed for about 
13 months before that because of COVID. 

Lodge administrator Robert Coutts of Van 
Buren Township said the result of the voting 
has been turned over to Moose International 
to evaluate what they want to do with the 
property. 

Coutts said Sumpter Township has been 
“awesome in giving us time” instead of 
proceeding with forfeiture action since the 
Moose has stopped paying its land contract. 
He said they realize that the property will 
probably be sold quicker than any forfeiture 
could make its way through the court. 

When the lodge had money problems 
in 2013, it sold its 3.98-acre property on 
Belleville Lake at 831 E. Huron River Dr. in 
Van Buren Township to the BYC, a private 
men’s club, for $251,000. Then it bought 
the former PNA Hall on six acres at 45476 
Harris Rd. on a land contract from Sumpter 
Township for $175,000. Coutts said the land 
contract is with Moose International and 
Sumpter Township is the vendor. 

He said in April that the property is now 
worth from $350,000 to $400,000. 

Coutts said the way it is set up is that the 
Michigan Moose Association is directly 
over the Belleville Moose to handle things 
inside the state, but both are members of 
Moose International with offices in Illinois. 

He said it is his speculation Moose 
International will sell the land.

Court Watching: 


Sergio Bellew faces Belleville bank robbery charge

Sergio Luis Bellew, 26, of River Rouge, 
was arraigned by video while in custody 
on May 27 by Judge Lisa Martin at 34" 
District Court in Romulus for robbing the 
Chase bank in Belleville on April 16. 
Bellew refused to be fingerprinted, 
delaying the arraignment. Also “HIV 
Diagnosis — defendant may require 
medical” was put on his file. 

On June 9 he was before 34" District 
Court Chief Judge Brian Oakley via 
zoom from the Wayne County Jail. Court- 
appointed attorney Lillian Diallo said she 
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got the voluminous discovery with two 
different video tape links over the week 
end and she needed time to digest it all. 
Judge Oakley scheduled Bellew’s 
probable cause conference before Judge 
Tina Brooks Green at 9:15 a.m., June 23. 

Bellew also faces charges at 17" District 
Court in Redford Township for robbing a 
bank there on April 15, his birthday. His 
preliminary exam in Redford is set for 1 
p.m., June 29. Diallo is also his defense 
attorney on that case. 

Bail for the Belleville case is $5,000/10% 
and bail for Redford is unknown. 

A warrant also is out for the arrest on 
bank robbery charges in both Belleville and 
Redford for Bellew’s co-defendant Scot 
Allen (or Alan) Hall, 34, of Port Huron, 
who allegedly drove the getaway cars. 

After the bank robberies, Redford police 
had no description of the car involved, 
but Belleville PD had pictures of the 


bank robber and pictures of the car from 
surveillance tapes. 

Belleville Police Chief Dave Robinson 
said Belleville sent the information to the 
Michigan State Police’s Detroit Fusion 
Center, which disseminates information to 
police agencies around the state. Redford 
police recognized the individuals and then 
found the car at a local motel and arrested 
two suspects. 

Chief Robinson said the suspect entered 
the bank in Belleville and presented a note 
to the teller demanding money. There was 
no weapon seen or implied, he said. 

The Belleville Chase bank also was 
robbed on Nov. 7 by a man who had robbed 
the Chase bank in Canton on Nov. 5. Joe 
Stafford, 55, of Powder Springs, GA, was 
sentenced to 4-15 years in prison after 
pleading guilty to the Canton robbery. In 
exchange for his guilty plea on May 25, the 
Belleville charge was dismissed.

At the end of a long, in-person meeting 
on Monday, School Supt. Pete Kudlak told 
the Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education that the “plan is to be in person 
for all this fall.”

Board members and staff members 
thanked the students and parents and staff 
for getting through this year of COVID. 
The next day, Tuesday, was the last half- 
day of school. 

In other business at the two-hour-and-43- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Honored spring athletes and district 
retirees in a celebration that took almost 
an hour at the beginning of the meeting. 
Athletic Director Joseph Brodie said he has 
determined that there is a 3.1 overall grade 
point average for all the student athletes at 
Belleville High School; 

e Approved the resignation of Stefanie 
Halliday after 16 years of non-instructional 
service in the district as of June 30 and 
approved hiring Michael Wakefield for 


District Library

The Belleville Area District Library 
Board decided to wait until the August 
primary election in 2022 to take the renewal 
of its millage to voters. 

The board’s regular June 8 meeting was held 
in person in the library’s first-floor Cozadd 
Room, with everyone wearing masks. The 
only audience was the Independent. 

Treasurer Tanya Stoudemire said the 
finance committee met the night before this 
meeting and discussed the millage renewal. 
She said they discussed the renewal and she 
recommended putting it on the ballot at the 
August Primary election in 2022. 

Although it could no longer be technically 
called a renewal, language could be placed 
on the ballot that describes the millage as 
replacing the operating millage that expired 
in 2021. 

Stoudemire said they didn’t think the 
library should pay to hold a special election 
this fall and committee thought it could go 
on the ballot next year with the state election. 


maintenance work in Plant Operations as 
of June 7; 

e Approved the resignation of Belleville 
High School teacher Erica Boulas after 
six years of service as of June 30 for a job 
opportunity; 

e Approved the hiring of teachers for the 
2021-22 school year: Amanda Wright, Tyler 
Elementary; Jessica Pendo, elementary 
school to be determined; Taylor Carroll and 
Lauren Szafranski, Savage Elementary;

The recommendation will be on 
the agenda of the June 28 meeting for a 
vote; 

e Discussed the Robotics Arm 
Programming class planned for next school 
year at BHS using the donated robotic 
arm. A formal bid package was put out 
for hardware, software, and training of 
teachers. There was one bidder, Watkins- 


FANUC, at a total cost of $49,297.19. This 
bid will be on the agenda of the June 28 
meeting for a vote; 

e Heard reports from Savage Elementary, 
Tyler Elementary, and BHS on school 
initiatives and an update on their COVID-19 
School Safety Plan, as requested by Kudlak; 

e Heard Director of Instruction Jeff 
Moore give a state-required report on the 
reconfirmation of the extended COVID-19 
plan, noting it would be the last one he 
would have to do this school year since 
school would be out for the summer the 
next day; 

e Discussed results of progress in 
Mathematics and Reading through tests 
that he said were not reliable because of 
the pandemic and some students were at 
school, some at home, and some not signing 
up for the tests; 

e Approved Mary Beth Voigt to a three- 
year term as the district’s representative 
to Wayne RESA’s Parent Advisory 
Committee; 

e Approved the two-year contract with 
the Van Buren Association of Educational 
Secretaries, which includes six Act of 
God days, steps for all eligible employees 
beginning at $15.29 and topping at $23, a 
note that current longevity language in the 
collective bargaining agreement sunsets at 
the end of the contract, all members eligible 
for dental and vision benefits, and other 
mutually agreed upon contract changes; 

e Approved a one-year contract with 
the Van Buren Food Service Association, 


which includes a 20-cent raise for all 
members with a starting wage of $11.34 
and end of third semester, $13.72. Cook- 
manager classification gets $16.15 at 
BHS and $16 at the other schools. There 
were other mutually agreed upon contract 
changes. Human Resource Director Abdul 
Madyun explained that the budget was low 
this year because of COVID, so they will 
look at this again after a year; 

e Signed a one-year agreement for the 
2021-22 school year with Wayne Westland 
Community Schools for vocational 
education services for certain VBPS 
students. VBPS pays 25% FTE (full- 
time equivalent) of the Wayne-Westland 
Foundation Grant per student plus an 
additional amount of $50 per student for 
administrative cost; 

e Heard Mr. Ramsey ask the board about 
bus transportation for his GT child. He said 
that the district informed him they would 
no longer pick up children at the childcare 
center he runs. Kudlak said he will talk to 
him about it in person, but the way they are 
doing it now is that students sign up for 
transportation and then group stops are set 
up to accommodate those students. Board 
president Amy Pearce said it changes each 
year and pointed out bus transportation is 
not a state requirement; and 

e Heard James Williams, director of plant 
operations, announce they had been waiting 
for work by DTE but now he expects the 
demolition of the Sumpter Road property 
to begin on June 23.

She said if for some reason it doesn’t pass 
in the primary election, it could go on the 
November election. 

The board took no action on the report. 

Stoudemire said by March of next year 
they would work on the ballot language. 

“We’re of one accord on how we are going 
to do this,” said board chairwoman Sharon 
Peters. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-30- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Held a public hearing on the 2021-22 
budget of $2.138 million, with no public 
speaking, and then approved the 2021-22 
budget, the 2020-21 amended budget, and 
a fund balance allocation per GASB 54, 
putting $1.16 million for use in the FY 2022, 
as required. A fund balance of $3,876,391 is 
expected at the end of the 2021-22 fiscal 
year, 

e Heard Joy Cichewicz give a report on 
the building committee, noting there are 
final details being attended to in the new 
building, including a couple of leaks in the 
skylight and curtain wall by the staircase, 


irrigation needs to be turned on, a tree is 
dead on Charles Street and needs to be 
replaced, redoing of a trench drain, adding 
people counters at both doors and adding 
mailboxes for employees. Matt is reaching 
out to Hennessey on the refund on the 
deposit for the city permit; 

e Heard chairwoman Peters say the biggest 
item is the HVAC updates to make the air 
even healthier in the future. She said it is 
taking a long time to order and supplies are 
slow because of COVID. She thinks it won’t 
be complete until late summer or early fall. 
She also said signage should be finalized in 
the fall; 

¢ Heard Linda Priest ask about the closed- 
circuit television proposed to watch the three 
full hives of honeybees on the roof. Library 
Director Mary Jo Suchy said they were 
working on that and the images could be 
seen on any monitors in the building. Peters 
said the vegetative roof is very vibrant and 
it changes as different plants bloom. Priest 
said the blooms are food for the bees. At the 
end of the meeting, Dawson said Therese 


Antoinelli who donated two hives and paid 
for services of Bees in the D for a year, and 
Janis Vanaken who donated a hive, along 
with John Juriga, who had the idea for the 
bees on the roof and worked to get them 
there, are assets to the community. There 
were about 40,000 bees when they were 
placed in the hive and the number will vary; 

e Heard vice chairman Mary Jane Dawson 
ask if the library’s dish washer is fixed and 
Suchy replied it was fixed and now it has the 
same problem. It is a Bosch. Dawson said it 
could just be a lemon; 

e Discussed meetings of the marketing 
committee and art committee, with Peters 
pointing out the Jackson Pollock style oil 
painting lent to the library by Sheena Barnes 
is now hanging just outside the Cozadd 
Room door. She said they are going to hang 
a sign next to the painting to explain what 
it is; and 

e Was informed there will be a 6 p.m., July 
13 dedication of the bench furnished by the 
Rotary Club in memory of Peter Quenet at 
the Sumpter branch library.

Last Friday, at about 4 p.m., a reader got 
a call from a person with an Indian accent 
saying he was from DTE and she was going 
to have a service interruption because there 
was a problem with her unpaid bills. She 
said the caller told her to push #1 if she 
wanted more information. She did and told 
them it’s impossible for her to have unpaid 
bills because those bills are automatically 
paid. Then, she was transferred to the credit 
department and she waited on the line for 
three to four minutes. That’s when she hung 
up and called DTE on its regular number. 

DTE told her they will never call a 
customer and threaten service interruption. 
She thought it was a scam and she was right. 
She said the Indian caller knew her name 
and address and it upset her. She thought it 
would be good to alert other seniors that this 
scam is happening and they should be alert. 
She said he sounded so official. 

We received a nice note from Kathleen 
Klein of Waste Management: “When you 
wrote about WM needing paper-pickers in 
the Independent, it was read by an EMU 
environmental studies student who sat 
in on one of my virtual conferences with 
EMU last fall. He promptly reached out 
to me and got himself registered with the 
temp agency and is now on call for us when 
we need his services. Such a wonderful 
story about a young student recognizing 
opportunity — even if it is starting out as a 
paper-picker at a landfill in the hot summer 
months! Woodland Meadows current Site 
Operations Manager Joe Read started out 
the same way and is such a great guy!” 

A reader came into the office after reading

To the editor: 

For many years, I have had the 
opportunity and privilege to alert our tri- 
community leaders and citizens of the 
day to acknowledge our nation’s National 
Day of Prayer. This was the occasion 
when we were asked to pray for our 
nation, our leaders, all those of authority, 
including our first defenders (police and 
fire fighters). I truly believe that now, as 
perhaps never before, we need to PRAY 
WITHOUT CEASING especially for law 
and order in our communities throughout 
our beloved America.

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VBT police shut down 
carnival at fairgrounds 
because of teen fights 


Van Buren Township Police Chief Jason 
Wright said it was four to five fights by 
teenagers of high school age that caused 
his officers to shut down the carnival at the 
Wayne County Fairgrounds on June 5. 

He said the carnival had no admission fee 
and some younger teens were just dropped 
off at the fairgrounds on Quirk Road. 

Chief Wright said officers would deal 
with one fight and then another would start 
up at the other end of the carnival. That 
would spark another. 

He said VBT called for help from the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s department and 
there were a couple more fights. Finally, 
VBT police said, “Go home. You’re done,” 
and closed down the event, he said. 

There were no serious injuries and no 
weapons, but there was one incident where 
one juvenile assaulted another juvenile and 
put it on social media. That case is being 
pursued. 

“People have been locked down and now 
were able to be out,” Chief Wright said 
of the incident. “The temperature was 85 
degrees and it was hot. And these were 
younger kids.”

Wrong-way driver on I-94 dies 
after head-on collision in VBT 


A wrong-way driver is dead after a head- 
on car crash on I-94, between Haggerty and 
Belleville roads, at about 2:35 a.m., June 9.
